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CSU seeks 
$237.6 
million in 
funding 
from state

The Cal State University Board 
of Trustees voted Tuesday to re- 
quest $237.6 million in state fund- 
ing for the coming fiscal year, a 
price that’s $95.4 million greater 
than Gov. Jerry Brown’s funding 
plan for the CSU. 

Assistant Vice Chancellor for 
the Budget Robert Turnage said 
the budget request has been re- 
fined since September’s prospec- 
tive request, which had asked the 
state for $250 million for the com- 
ing year. 

“This remains a document that is 
partly a statement of the university’s 
needs. It has gotten serious input 
from all elements of our university,” 
Turnage said. “Everyone made a se- 
rious effort to try and strike a bal- 
ance between what are our needs, 
recognizing that at the state level 
there are all kinds of competing de- 
mands for what are not unlimited 
state resources.” 

Brown attended the meeting for 
committee presentations but was ab- 
sent during the CSU Committee on 
Finance’s presentation and the sub- 
sequent vote by the Board. 

During last year’s budget talks, 
Brown set a four-year plan that 
steadily increases state funding to 
the CSU from 2013-14 to 2016-17.

$142.2 million in additional state

The panel, “It’s NOT romantic, it’s 
STALKING,” will allow students to 
learn about the dangers of cyberstalk- 
ing and how to prevent themselves 
from being victims of cyber preda- 
tors, according to Genice Sarcedo, an 
employee in the Women’s Resource 
Center. 

Social media websites can be a 


stomping ground for a would-be 
predator “who could use your per- 
sonal information to show up unex- 
pected and terrorize you,” Sarcedo 
said. 

Detective Mike “Duck”. Proctor, a 
nationally recognized stalking expert 
and Cal State Long Beach alumnus, 
will speak at the event.. Proctor, who 
has more than 30 years of experience 
in the field, will provide insight on 
methods and defenses students can 
use on social media websites to pre-

More than 75 students and 
faculty filled the Karl Anatol 
Center yesterday to watch a 
documentary about seven il- 
legal immigrants who were en- 
tangled in the 2007 San Diego 
wildfires when trying to cross 
the border into the U.S. 

San Diego City College’s 
Communications Depart- 
ment Chair Laura Castaneda 
screened her 45-minute docu- 
mentary, titled “The Devil’s 
Breath,” which told the sto- 
ries of some who survived 
and others who perished in 
the fires. 

Castaneda — an Emmy- 
award winning professional 
writer, producer and journal- 
ist — said that putting to- 
gether the documentary was 
one of the most challenging 
projects she has tackled in her 
career. 

“The more I started digging 
and hearing about these people, 
the more drive I had to tell their 
stories,” Castaneda said. 

She said the idea for the 
documentary, the first she pro- 
duced, came from a story in 
the Union Tribune about one 
of the fire survivors, which 
compelled her to investigate 
more. 

“Seeing that article made 
me realize no one else is go- 
ing to do anything about it,” 
Castaneda said. “This is the 
first and last article we’ll see 
about this, and that inspired 
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vent cyberstalking. 

The panel at the event will include 
representatives from Counseling and 
Psychological Services, the police, and 
the Office of Judicial Affairs, Sarcedo 
said. Members of the panel will an- 
swer questions and provide informa- 
tion on campus resources available to 
students.

Illinois House approves 
same-sex marriage bill 


SPRINGFIELD — Illinois House 
members on Tuesday said “I do” to a 
bill that will allow same-sex couples 
in the state to marry. 

The House passed Senate Bill 10 
by a vote of 61-54. The bill, already 
approved by the Senate, now goes to 
Gov. Pat Quinn, who praised the leg- 
islation as a measure that will “put our 
state on the right side of history.” 

The bill’s sponsor, Rep. Greg Har- 
ris (D-Chicago) told colleagues that 
outlawing gay marriage denies rights 
to gay couples. 

“Today we can change this,” he said. 
“To treat everyone equally under the 
eyes of the law, we must change this.” 

‘House members from the metro- 
east tilted against the measure, with 
six voting in opposition and one — 
Jay Hoffman — voting for passage. 
Hoffman (D-Swansea)had'previously 
said he opposed gay marriage but re- 
cently said he was reconsidering his 
stance. 

Hoffman, during debate on the 
House floor, said there are more than 
1,000 federal rights that are being de- 
nied to gay couples who can’t marry. 

“This is a matter of fairness, it’s a 
matter of equal rights, it’s a matter of 
ensuring same-sex couples are able 
to enjoy those 1,000 federal rights,” 
Hoffman said.

argued that the Bible says same-sex 
marriage is wrong. 

“That’s what we’ve learned from 
the scriptures,” Kay said. 

The vote followed an amendment to 
the bill, which Harris said gives religious- 
based groups such as the Knights of Co- 
lumbus the ability to refuse to participate 
in same-sex marriage ceremonies. 

Rep. David Reis (R-Olney) said 
business owners such as florists and 
bakers ought to be given the same ex- 
emption. 

“They all have individual religious 
beliefs, too,” Reis said. 

Only three Republican House 
members voted for the bill. The GOP 
supporters included Rep. Ed Sullivan 
Jr. (R-Mundelein) whose mother-in- 
law is gay. Sullivan said there’s no 
way he could explain a “no” vote to 
his children. 

“How do I tell them that there’s 
something wrong with their grand- 
mother?” he said. “Well, I can’t, and 
I won't.” 

The Senate approved the bill last 
year. 

Illinois approved civil unions in 
2011. Quinn said more than 6,000 
couples have obtained civil unions in 
the state.

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fiscal year. The increase would come in addition 
to the $125.1 million provided by the state for 
2013-14. 

The Committee on Finance referred to the 
California Legislative Analyst’s Office predic- 
tion that state revenue could increase by as much 
as 7.5 percent during the next fiscal year. Such 
a large increase in funding, the Board argued, 
would warrant an increase in state allocations to 
the CSU. 

Turnage also said the Board is recommend- 
ing a 5 percent increase in enrollment for next

year, which would be funded by $79.2 million 
from state funds and the $96.7 million that 
would be generated by the increase in tuition 
revenue. 

The funding would allow the CSU to enroll 
20,000 more students, bringing total enroll- 
ment closer to the 2008-09 academic year’s 
peak enrollment of 357,222 full-time equiva- 
lent students. There are currently an estimated 
348,000 full-time equivalent students in the 
CSU, according to the system’s 2014-15 Sup- 
port Budget. 

“Probably half of the students we’re talking 
about here would be community college transfer 
students,” Turnage said. 

The increased state funding paired with a larger 
pool of students paying tuition would create a total 
of $334.3 million in additional funding for the 
CSU’s 2014-15 budget. 

In case the CSU receives the $237.6 million 
requested from the state, the Board has budgeted 
$50 million of the funding for “Student Success 
and Completion,” $13 million of which would be 
used to hire more than 500 full-time tenure-track 
faculty system-wide. 

Another $8 million of the Student Success and 
Completion funding would be used to hire 70 
more advisers system-wide and contribute to’vari-

ous e-advising efforts already underway. 

During the meeting, Trustee Steven Glazer 
initiated a lengthy debate about how to pay for 
the system’s maintenance and infrastructure 
needs. 

The budget. for the CSU’s state funding request 
plans to take.$15 million per year over three years 
to buy bonds, which would be put toward replac- 
ing and repairing old and worn facilities. Glazer, 
however, said he wasn’t confident that future 
legislators would provide enough funding to the 
CSU to pay back the bonds that the system would 
purchase. 

“The concern would be that the governor 
changes, the legislator changes, and that the 


commitments that are made to us ... may not be 
commitments that anybody can fulfill, and we’ve 
seen this before,” Glazer said. 

Glazer proposed an amendment to ask the state 
for an additional $50 million to be put toward 
maintenance, but the amendment died on the floor, 
with Glazer being the only member of the Com- 
mittee on Finance voting to pass it. 

The other trustees, while acknowledging 
the possibility that future legislators might not 
provide funding to pay for the maintenance 
bonds, said it was the best option and that ey 
the amount that needed to be paid annually 
wouldn’t be large enough to pose a serious 
problem.

me to cover it.” 

At the event, hosted by the Depart- 
ment of Journalism and Mass Com- 
munication, Castaneda talked about 
her documentary and her career in 
journalism and encouraged students to 
ask her questions. 

Chris Burnett, chair of the journalism 
and mass communication department at 
CSULB, said he invited Castaneda to 
speak because of her experience in cov- 
ering the U.S.-Mexico border. 

“We wanted to get somebody to talk

Castaneda started covering the bor- 
der when she began working for an 
ABC affiliate in Tucson, Ariz., and 
was one of the only Spanish speakers 
in the newsroom. 

“T loved covering the border, but not 
a lot of people wanted to cover the bor- 
der,” Castaneda said.

light on border issues and show peo- 
ple that border stories are not always 
negative.

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UC’s pledge to undocumented students is commendable 


University of California President 
Janet Napolitano recently made 
clear her commitment to higher 
education after pledging $15 million 
to thousands of UC students. 

According to the Los Angeles 
Times, Napolitano agreed to give $5 
million to UC students who entered the 
US. illegally and $10 million to gradu- 
ate and postdoctoral researchers, 

“I am setting aside $5 million — 
right now, for this year — to support 
these students with resources like 
trained advisors, student service 
centers and financial aid,” Napoli- 
tano said. “Consider this a down 
payment.” 

The 
funds will 
come from 
extra reserves and not tuition or state 
revenues, according to the LA Times. 

We support Napolitano’s com- 
mitment to helping out UC students, 
especially with an added benefit to this 
pledge: the money isn’t coming from 
taxpayers’ pockets. 

Napolitano’s pledge will signify 
her commitment in trying to resolve 
an institutional issue

Peace summit on Syrian conflict must be held immediately 


When Syrian President Bashar al-Assad agreed 
to relinquish control of his country’s nuclear 
weapons arsenal, some people thought the Syrian 
conflict was close to ending. 

News headlines throughout the world made 
it appear that Syria would see peace, not further 
bloodshed. 

While it is commendable that the Organiza- 
tion for the Prohibition of Chemical Weapons is 
continuing its mission to disarm Syria’s chemical 
weapons, the more pressing issue is the ongoing 
humanitarian crisis. 

Instead of delaying the start of the peace sum- 
mit, world leaders should make a more unilateral 
effort to end the Syrian crisis as soon as possible. 

According to the BBC, approximately 9.3 
million Syrians are in need of some form of 
humanitarian assistance. 

“The humanitarian situation in Syria con- 
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tinues to deteriorate rapidly and inexorably,” 
United Nations Undersecretary-General for Hu- 
manitarian Affairs Valerie Amos said, according 
to the BBC. 

In addition to those who need assistance, more 
than one quarter of Syrians have been forced to 
leave their homes, according to the BBC. 

Why isn’t this humani- 
tarian crisis prompting 
world leaders including 
al-Assad to convene more 
hearings on bringing 
peace to Syria? 

As one may expect, some countries involved 
with the peace summit have asked that their 
requests be met before a meeting occurs. 

According to the BBC, a meeting between 
leaders from countries like the U.S. and Russia 
may take place as early as later this month. 
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While some leaders wait in Geneva, Swit- 
zerland for the meeting to take place, the BBC 
reported that representatives from Syria’s govern- 
ment and opposition groups have not yet arrived. 

“We will not go to Geneva to hand over power 
as desired by [Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud] al-Faisal and certain opponents abroad,” 
Syrian Information Minister 
Omran al-Zohbi said, according 
to the BBC. 

Although the Syrian govern- 
ment may not welcome such a 
discussion, it is imperative that 
the peace summit also include a vote on whether 
al-Assad should step down as president. 

Another caveat in the peace process involves 
Russia. 

According to the BBC, Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter Sergei Lavrov said that Iran must be present at 
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the peace summit. 

This demand, however understandable, has 
angered other groups. 

If Iran joined the summit, the Syrian National 
Council said it would boycott the meeting, ac- 
cording to the BBC. 

Instead of bickering over which countries 
should attend the summit, world leaders should 
convene a meeting as soon as possible. 

Failing to resolve this Syrian crisis will result 
in the prolonged suffering of millions of Syrians. 

Although leaders like Russian President Vladi- 
mir Putin and President Barack Obama are not 
directly responsible for the Syrian conflict, the 
burden falls on them to resolve this crisis. 

Let’s hope Obama and Putin serve as beacons 
for peace and cooperation.

works seek. 

Discussions about big name televi- 
sion networks came up as well. The 
panelists spoke about how some net- 
works like CBS or Fox start shows 
aimed at a specific ethnic audience, but 
in later seasons will “whiten” them up 
to improve ratings. 

Hurd even shared a story about how 
she and Maffia had an idea to put more 
diversity into a series, and the email 
they received in return from the head of 
the CBS stated, “We are not interested 
in diversity,” Hurd said. 

Another important topic that was 
discussed was how the television and 
movie business is changing. 

“The game is changing,” Gimpel 
said. “There are more ways of gettinvvg 
into this business.” 

Gimpel talked about how nowadays, 
as long as someone has a real story to 
tell, they can film it and create some- 
thing great, even if it is just a fifteen- 
minute video on YouTube. 

After the panelists talked for an hour 
and a half, the audience had the opportu- 
nity to ask the panelists questions during 
the remaining half hour. 

In the end, Maffia said it best when 
she said, “There are no rules, and if 
[something] looks like a rule, then it 
might not be a rule for you.”
